Then suddenly the work- 

ing class of England began to assert its sympathy with 
Lincoln and its hatred of the slave system, which, even 
though it was not The immediate reason for the war, the 
workers quickly realized was sure to perish if the union 
cause triumphed. The working class instinct was right. 

Meetings were held ail over the country and resolu¬ 
tions adopted assuring President Lincoln of the sympathy 
and support of the workingmen and women of Great 
Britain. In a very little while the whole nation was 
ringing with protest against slavery, and against the 
support which the middle class was giving the southern 
confederacy. We know how President Lincoln valued 
those expressions of sympathy. 

It is not generally well known, however, that Karl 
Marx was mainly responsible for awakening the work¬ 
ers of England and rallying them to the support of the 
Union and President Lincoln. But such is a tact. 

Marx got hold of prominent and -.nfluenual trades 
unionists, like George Ecarius. for example, and persu¬ 
aded them to get resolutions adopted in their unions, and 
to arrange great mass meetings. Although he was bit¬ 
terly opposed to John Bright and-Richard Cobden, and 
held both of them in contempt, yet he was wise enough 
to recognize that they were probably the most powerful 
orators in England, and that their attitude, as opposed 


workingmen, "the true political power of the north, 
were unable to battle for their own emancipation, or to 
support their European brethren in the social struggle, so 
long as they permitted slavery to “defile their own re¬ 
public He went on to state that the workers of Europe 
felt sure that the anti-slavery war would initiate a new era 
of working class ascendancy, just as the war of inde¬ 
pendence initiated an era of middle class ascendancy. 

The address concluded with the assurance that the 
workers represented by the International considered it 
"an earnest of the epoch to come, that it fell to, the lot 
of Abraham Lincoln, the single minded son of the 
working class, to lead his country through the match¬ 
less straggle for the rescue of an enchained race and 
the reconstruction of a social work.” 

Less than four months from the date of that ad¬ 
dress of congratulation Marx wrote another, an ad- 
dffcss of condolence, with Lincoln as its t h «ne. The 
great "single minded son of the working class had been 
fonlly stricken down by the assassin. Marx called to¬

The party prospered 
daring !u first year, but at ita second 
convention^, also in Chicago, a fight 
to exclude anarchists who hid fast¬ 
ened on the party, led to a split and 
the Social-Democratic party was | 
launched, soon crowding the discard- 
! ed organization off the stage. The r* 

; named party spread its influence all 
over the United States, and in 1901 
again changed its national name to 
the Socialist Party of America, in or 
der to unite with a large number of 
Socialists who had belonged to thr 
old Socialist Labor party. 

When the American Railway union 
gave up its Identity in 1897, its official 
journal, the Railway Times, was re- 
christened The Social-Democrat, and 
issued as the official party organ. 

In 1898, when the Social-Democracy 
•vaW superseded by the Social-Demo¬ 
cratic party, the Social-Democrat 
'gave up the ghost," and in its stead • 
appeared the first issue of the Social- ■ 
yemocratic Herald. 

\The name of the new paper was de¬ 
fied on at a conference of local and 
ut-of-town Socialists one evening at 1 
the residence of Eugene Dietzgen. son | 
of Marx’ co-worker Dietzgen, in Chica¬ 
go, and it was issued until 1901 ! 
when the party again changed Its I 
name, as narrated above, and decided j 
to discontinue publishing an official : 
organ, the paper was moved to Mil- ! 
waukee and made the English mouth- | 
piece of the Milwaukee movement. It j 
took the place of a local paper called 
the Social-Democrat, that had been 
issued for a number of months by the 
Milwaukee comrades. 

In those days the standby of the 
Milwaukee movement was the Wis¬ 
consin Vorwaerta, edited by Victoi 
L. Berger, which had been for a num¬ 
ber of years a daily paper. Its place 
of publication was a small, two-story 
frame building, located at 614 State 
street, and this office became the 
home of the Social-Democratic Her¬ 
ald as a Milwaukee publication. 

In 1903 the Milwaukee movement 
had prospered so that larger quarters 
could be afforded, and the party head¬ 
quarters and publication office was re¬ 
moved to 344 Sixth street. Later a 
regular printing office was installed in 
an addition built at the rear of the 
building, and later still a second story

Park Land Liability 

The next charge, holding this ad¬ 
ministration liable for the $390,000 
liability for the principal and interest 
for park land contracts, shows con¬ 
clusively the extreme depths to which 
this alderman would stoop to discredit 
the present administration.

The facts are that the 
previous administrations were all 
compelled to borrow money from one 
source or another because the pecu¬ 
liarity of our laws on finance and 
taxation makes it necessary to obit 
gate the city to the extent of about 
$3,500,000 before it is collected, and 
with the entire absence of trust funds 
this is the amount which any admin¬ 
istration would be obliged to borrow 
in order to pay current bills. 

“In the city treasury there are at 
various times cert-i.. trust funds, 
namely, money whies is re reived from 
various sources, such a« bond sales, 
etc., and m-hich the treasurer holds 
pending the completion of the pur¬ 
poses for whicii the money has been 
obtained. If the city needs money, it 
has always been the practice for years 
to borrow from these trust funds and 
replenish them as soon as possible. 
This course is reasonable, because the 
city only receives 2 per cent interest 
from the banks when this money is 
deposited with them, and this rate is 
all that the city pay, when it bor 
rows from its trust funds; whereas, if 
the money was borrowed from the 
.banks, the city would have to pay 5 


per cent, meaning « saving of 3 per 
cent. 

"The previous auministraticc, the 
records show, borrowed approximate¬ 
ly $2,178,000 from the trust fundi, and 
in addition to this, borrowed about 
$100,000 from the banks toward the 
year 1909; go the fact it that the pres¬ 
ent administration haa not been any 
worse than the previous on thia score. 

"In conclusion, I wish to say that 
the entire allegations of Aid. Bogk 
on the face of them were to ridiev 
lout that I did not deem it s: first 
necessary to pay any attention to 
them, but so many requests have 
come to me to prepare an answer 
that I finally acceded to aatisfy them."

the wages from $2 to $2.75 per day, 
and decrease the working time from 
ten to nine boors. 

Houghton. Mich.—The Typograph¬ 
ical union of this city recently com¬ 
pleted negotiations with the publish¬ 
ers and as a result a two-year agree¬ 
ment was signed with an arbitration 
clause and the following scale: Day 
work on newspapers for two yean, 
$20 per week; night work, $21 per 
week for the first year, and $22 for the 
second year. It was also agreed that 
where a regular shift was employed 
in the day time on a morning paper 
the day scale of $20 per week should 
prevail. The old scale was $17 for 
day work, and $18 for night work. 
At the same time the book and job 
scale was increased from $16.50 to $18 
per week, with a contract to-run for 
(two years.

years respectively. Dr. Kotoku and 
his wife and the other ten suffered 
death by hanging. . 

It is impossible to give adequate 
utterance to the horror and indigna¬ 
tion which this foul and dastardly 
crime must arouse in the minds of all 
just and humane men.

Why the Workers Pay High Taxes 

That the present methods of assess¬ 
ing property are unfair, unbusiness¬ 
like, incompetent and inadequate and 
ffstilt in the poor being assessed at 
f#oni double to three times as much 
as the owners of large properties. was 
the statement made by Prof. Thomas 
H. Adams, of Washington university, 
St. Louis, at a lecture under the aus¬ 
pices of Institute of Municipal and 
Social Service at the city hall Tuesday. 

According to Prof. Adams, it is eas¬ 
ier to tack a large assessment onto 
the poor than unto the large 
property owner, because there ia 
a continual pressure brought to 
bear from the latter source on the 
assessors, who seek the lines of least 
resistance. The farmers, tqp. suffer 
for this same reason and instances 
were shown where they too were 
grossly overassessed in comparison 
with the large property owners. 

“We must do things exactly and 
precisely,’’ said the speaker, “or flfS 
oritism will result." In conclusion, he 
said. “If we don't learn to govern our¬ 
selves efficiently, we will, in the end. 
fail to govern ourselves at all.” 

An attempt was made at the conclu¬ 
sion of the lecture to dispute some of 
the statements made by the professor,

The Bakery Ordinance 

The ordinance providing that baker# 
must place a label stating the weight! 
of the loaf on all bread offered for sale 
will probably be repealed on account 
of the fact that bakers have taken ad¬ 
vantage of the clause i: *b<* ordinance 
which says that no loaf shall weigh 
less than the weight stated on the 
label. On the strength of this the 
bakers labeled ten cent loaves with the 
label intended for five cent loaves, 
thus defeating the intent of the ordi¬ 
nance. 

Bakers claim that the housewives 
are prejudiced against the label be¬ 
lieving it to be unsanitary and that 
this prejudice has extended to the 
union label also. 

Bakers recommend that an ordi¬ 
nance compelling them to post a 
schedule of weights and prices of 
loaves in their shops be adopted.
